As regards eggs—are the Bassano 
people keen enough for strictly fresh 
eggs to pay a fair premiunt over 
case eggs? Do you imagine a far- 
mer enjoys chasing around stores 
to find where he can sell to the beat 
advantage, or when supply is plen- 
tiful to see where he can sell at any 
price?

And all wheat raised has been of the 
highest milling quality. Very close to 
one million bushels of wheat was raised 
here last year, Now then practically all 
the land included in the Burn’s lease is 
composed of exactly the same kind of 
soil as we find in Queenstown and Major- 
ville. It is true that the land is some- 
‘what rolling in places: but there is not 
one quater that does upt contain some 
good plow land and itis all fine grass 
land. 


Last year the government issued a book 
called ‘*the unexploited West,’’ intended 
for information for incoming setters, 
Thjs book contained some yery valuable 
information about far-away districts in 
Northern Saskatchewan, the Peace River 
and McKenzie districts, and no doubt in 
time some people wauting free land will 
have to go to those out of the way dis- 
tricts, but fh the name of common sense 
what is the use of sending people out 
hundreds of miles away. off trom rail- 
roads and civilization when we have good 
land lying idle right in the heart of the 
best part ot thecountry along districts 
which have beon formed for years ‘and 
proved good. 


Whenever thee petition is ready it 
should be taken right to Ottawa by a 
strong committee, and this committee 
should be able to convince the Minister 
of the Anterior that it is for the best in- 
terests‘of the comniunity to have this 
land thrown open at once.

TEST YOUR COWS 


Now that the regular factory patron 
is-getting to think more and more about 
cow testing, preparing in many localities 
to take weights avd samples as soon as 
the first cow freshens, it would seem 
opportune for more factory owners to 
consider this matter seriously, If a 
larger and better milk and cream supply 
is wanted, then talk up cow testing, get 
more patrons interested, If reduced 
operating expenses are sought, with a 
larger output of better quality, then reco- 
mend cow testing to every dairy farmer 
in the vicinity,: For in che ways above 
indicated, and in very many others, the 
factory must benefit, 

The assistance from the dairy division 
ot the department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa is just as hberal as in former 
years, Where a cow testing association 
is organized and a thoroughly competent 
person will do the testing of milk sam- 
ples from indjvidual cows once a month. 
supplies of preservative tablets and. sul- 
phuric acid will be sent free of charge 
together with the necessary blank forms; 
beyond this a payment of five cents per 
sample tested will be made. Factory 
owners, cheese and butter makers will do 
well to note these facts andactpromptl y

As to Navigability 
of Hudson Straits 


Experience Would Seem to Prove 
That Straits Are Open for at 
Least Four Months of 
Year 
The detailed report of Mr. Bowden, 


chief engineer of the department of 
railways, who has replied to the alle 


|gations of Engineer Anderson of the 


marine department, in regard to the 
navigability of Hudson Straits, states . 
that at the beginning of the season 
Mr, Anderson's work took him into 
the neighborhood of Cape Chidley, the 
Button Istands and Port Burwell, on 
the south side of the eastern en- 
trance. It was well known to all navi 
gators of experience in these waters 
that in the early season the Strait 
should be entered on the north eide, 
which was usually clear of ice sev- 
eral weeks earlier than the Button le 
land region. 


This was confirmed by the passage 
into the Strait on August 4 of six ves- 
sels operated by the department of 
railways and canals, five of which 
were slightly constructed, without ice 
strengthening of any kind. On the 
same day Mr. Anderson in the ice 
breaker Acadia, wag still icebound. 

Mr. Anderson, the memorandum 
continues, was equally unfortunate 
toward the end of the navigation sea- 
son when on Oct. 13 he encountered 
closely packed and extremely heavy 
Fox Channel ice, “which would cause 
\serious trouble to any ordinary 
freight steamer.” 

The railway ..de vg vessela 
had been more fo : ‘The steam-" 
ship Durley Chine, for instance, out- 
ward pound, was off the western en- 
trance of the Strait on the night of 
Oct. 10 and reached the eastern end 
on the morning of Oct. 13; the steam- 
ship Bonaventure passed the eastern 
entrance Oct. 9 and the western en- 
trance on Oct. 12. Both the steam- 
ships Sheba and Bonaventure,  out- 
ward bound, passed the western en- 
trance Oct. 22 and the eastern en- 
trance on October 25. Both the 
steamerg Durley Chine and Sheba 
were single deck cargo vessels with- 
out any ice strengthening whatever, 
yet they suffered no injyry. They 
had been subjected to ice, gale fogs 
and snowstorms, all of which had been 
mentioned by Mr. Anderson as causes

Sonie ofthe merchants in our local 
towns’ do. not look very favorably on 
the farmer’s associations, claiming that 
we are after the middlemen and trying 
to run them out of business. This 
charge is not entirely just as no farmer's 
unions aré organized for the purpose of 
killing anybody. The farmers have 
found that all the other classes in society, 
those they have to deal with in buying 
and eelling,, have long ago been thorough- 
ly organized so they have been able to 
put their own price on all the tarmer has 
tobuy and also fix the price of every- 
thing he has tosell. The farmers have 
also seen that some of the powerful of 
these organizations of great capitalists are 
using their influence on the government 
to the detriment of the farmers, So in 
order to protect themselves the farmers 
Have at last been forced to organize and 
stand shoulder to shoulder. As far as 
co-operative business goes it has been 
proven that by putting their dollars and 
cents together and buying for cash there 
is considerable saving, and as a doilar 
saved is as good as aa dollar earned, it 
is certainly to the interests of every far- 
mer to buy as much as possible that 
way. But that does not necessarily mean 
that the money should be sent away, It 
is believed that every Farmers’ Union 
would rather deal with local dealers 
wherever the goods wanted can be had 
for the same price and are of the same 
quality as quoted by outside dealers, and 
in fact, as far as the Queenstown Farmers 
Union is concerned, a good portion of 
the goods bought have been bought from 
local dealers. 


Again there are many articles that can- 
not very well be handled by the carload 
lot, so we shall still have the local deal- 
ers with us. But the co-operative buy- 
ing is only one part ofsthe farmers’ pro- 
gramme. The co-operative marketing, 
and to find a satistactory market for the 
farmer's products is of great importance 
and wil} require a strong organization 
and skilfnl work to accomplish. There 
are many other problems of national im+ 
portance affecting the farming class that 
must be met and solved, and unless the

In the 
spring of 1913 the Wisconsin State 
Bank of Ashland purchased some 
high class dairy cows, which they 
sold to farmers with the understand- 
ing that they were to be paid for by 
one half the amount received each 
month for the product of the cow, 
interest at 6 per cent. being charged. 
All a farmer has to do is to sign an 
application to the bank. A commit- 
tee of business men become respons- 
ible for the loan, Two trustees re- 
presenting, the bank pass on the ap- 
plication and, wtih the assistance of 
an agricultural college official, pur- 
chase the cows. Another system is 
carried out at Superior by what is 
known as the Rotary Club, which, 
through three trustees, becomes re- 
sponsible to the bank, buys and sells 
the cows and accepts payment at the 
rate of $3 per month each cow, in- 
cluding interest at the rate of 7 per 
cent. per annum, 6 per cent. of which 
goes to the bank and 1 per cent, to 
the club to meet expenses. An ad- 
ditional charge of $2 per head per 
annum is made for insurance. One 
of the virtues of both systems is that 
the farmer is protected from making 
a poor bargain.

the extra vitality in the egg to guar- 
antee reproductive strength, 

Last season we remember a par 
ticularly heavy laying pullet from 
which we wanted to get a lot of 
chicks but she persisted in laying so 
heavily that it was hard to keep up 
the vitality to get chicks from all her 
eggs. This puilet was hatched Jan. 
14th, and started laying July 2nd, has 
kept. steadily at it through the mouit 
and in December up to the 15th has 
laid 11 eggs. By watching her care- 
fully and keeping her in good flesh 
w» believe we should get chicks from 
most of her eggs that we set, In an- 
other case a wonderfully good hen in 
December is laying well, although 3 
years old, but the difficulty here is 
to keep her down in fat. An immense 
hen of striking vitality laying extra 
large eggs like tliis one is extra valu- 
able and it is well worth while to 
watch her individuality and make 
sure she produces chickens such as 
in other years have proven to be ex- 
ceptionally good, 

Of course, forcing the birds to work 
and scratch for what they get does 
balance to some extent the quantity 
fed for the heaviest workers wiil find 
more than those inclined“o be fat or 
even if they do want more they must 
work more, but this however does not 
always work out to perfection. the 
instinct of some birds seems to make 
them almost clever in their: ability 
to get what they want without work- 
ing for it. They will often let the 
other bird do the scratching and they 
gobble the feed. 

The only way, therefore, in such a 
case ig to know the condition of them 
all, which is easily determiend if one 
is continually on the alert and obser- 
vant’of the condition the birds show. 
If necessary odd birds can be taken 
away during a teeuilng period or ex- 
tra can be fed them singly if the pos- 
sible return is worth .t. After all, to 
get the best specimens require prac- 
tically individual mating and. in eacn 
case although a number of females 
are in the pen “Gaca is mated witn 
particular respect to her relation and 
quality to the male. It certainly is a 
misfortune to give study and cate to 
— the best matings made and 
then find it impossible to obtain stur- 
dy chicks~just because individual 
condition was overlooked. 

Every hen in a breeding pen should 
be furnished eggs that hatch well 
or from a breeding standpoint she is 
a dead loss no matter how valuable a 
specimen she may be otherwise. 
Breeders will do well to observe 
which of the hens are not producing 
fertility and more than this where 
fertility does exist are “ke eggs pro- 
ducing vigorous chicks? If not, there 
ig a reasgn. In most cases probably 
it can be corrected with a little com- 
mon sense treatment. Fertility means 
nothing without strength. Closer ob- 
servation in this direction should 
bring results.

Many Shells Ordered 


Are For the British Army and Worth 
Probably Over $10,000,000 


An order for 800,000 eighteen- 
pounder shrapnel shells has been re- 
ceived by the imperial munitions. 
board from the British ministry of 
munitions. 

This is the first large order to Can- 
ada since the present imperial muni- 
tions board succeeded the shell com- 
mittee, the poard's energies having 
been directed chiefly towards hasten- 
ing deliveries on orders placed some 
time ago. . 

It is probable that new orders will 
be allotted in the form of renewals to 
firms which are already engaged in 
the manufacture of these shells, The 
munitions industries in Canada have 
developed greater capacity for turning 
out elghteen-pounder ghrapnel shells 
than for the manufacture of any other 
and ig well able to take care of the 
large order which has just been re- 
ceived, 

The value of the order was not stat- 
ed, but, based on prices reported for 
orders placed during the past year, it 
should be .worth between $10,000,000 
and $12,000,000.
